The position of affairs prior to the battle 
was this: Dumont with 250 half-breeds and 
Indians had been retreating slowly before 
Gen, Middleton’s right column on the east 
bank of the river, their scouts keeping them 
informed of our movements. Dumont ap- 
pears tohave thought of waiting for us to 
attack him on Thursday night; at least that 
is the belief of our scouts who saw some of 
his mounted men signalling to him all the 
afternoon on Thursday. However that may 
be, he lay waiting for us at the edge of a 
big coulee near Fish Creek early on Friday 
morning, his men being snugly stowed away 
behind boulders, or concealed in the dense 
everglades of hazel, birch and poplar. 

When Boulton’s scouts first found the 
enemy, at 9:15 o'clock, they rode back 
three miles to the main column, Capt. Wise 
Gen. Middleton’s adjutant, at once came 
up, and ordered the troops to adyance. 
The men gave a loud cheer and then struck 
out, extending their formation as they near- 
ed the edge of the coulee, from which pufts 
of smoke was already curling’ up, twenty of 
Dumont’s men with Winchesters, firing over

“A” moved | 
forward a little and soon got the measure 
of the ravine. The shrapnel screeched in | 
the air, and burst right in among the brush 
and boulders, smashing the scraggy trees, 
and tearing up the moss that covered the | 
ground in patches. The rebels at once saw | 
that the game was up in this quarter, 
though they kept up a bold front and 
seldom stopped firing except when they 
were dodging bick into new cover, ‘ 


The shrapnel was too much for them, 
and they began to bolt towards the other | 
side of the ravine. This was the first symp- 
tom of weakness they had exhibited, and 
Gen. Middleton at once took advantage of it 
and ordered the whole force to close in upon 
them, his object being to surround them, 
The rebel commander, however, was not to 
be caught in that way. Instead of bunch- | 
ing all his force on the left away from the 
fire of the artillery, he sent only a portion of 
it there to keep our men busy while the’rest 
tailed off to the north, retiring slowly as our 
two wings closed on them. Dumont was 
evidently on the lookout for Montizambert’s 
force from the other side of the river, and in 
adopting this movement he completely dis- 
posed of our chances of cutting him oif. 

The general advance began at 11:45 a, m. 
When the rebels saw this a number of them 
rushed forward on the left of the ravine, and 
the fighting fora time was carried on at 
close quarters, the enemy not being sixty 
yards away. An old log hut anda number 
of barricades, formed by placing old trees 
and brushwood between the boulders, en- 
abled them to make it exceedingly warm 
for ourmen for a time. Atthis point seyver- 
al of the 90th were wounded, and General 
Middleton himself had a narrow escape, a 
bullet going through his fur hat. Capts. 
Wise and Doucet the General’s Adju- 
tants, were wounded about this time. ‘“'C” 
infantry behaved remarkably well all through 
and bore the brunt of the general advance 
for some time. The rebel front was soon 
driven back, but neither here nor at any 
other time could we ascertain their loss, 
though it must have been nearly as large as 
ours, considering that the artillery had full 
fling at them for a while. The Indians 
among them, who were armed with guns, 
epbearet to devote themselves ay to 
shooting our horses. A good many Indians 
were hit, and every time one.of them was 
struck the others near him raised a loud 
shout, as if cheering. The troops pressed 
on gallantly, and the rebel fire slackened 
and after a time died away, though now and 
then their front riflemen made a splurge, 
while the others made their way back. 
Capt. Forrest, of the 99th, headed the ad- 
vance at this point. Lieut. Hugh J. Mac- 
donald (son of Sir John Macdonald) of this 
company, who had done excellent service all 
day, kept well up with Forrest, the two be- 
ing ahead of their men, and coming in for a 
fair share of attention from the retreating 
rebels, Macdonald was first reported as 
killed and then as wounded, bat he was not 
injured, though struck on the shoulder by 
spent buckshot. Forrest’s hat was shot off. 
At 12:50 the rebels were far out of range

Deadly Foes of the Salmon. 

Stephen Elis, who made the firat fly 
that caught a salmonio California, and 
who has, probably, as much exporionce 
in salmon-fishing as any Other man on 
the coast, is able to give 80me facts with 
relation to the destruction of fish which 
confirm opinions that bave for a long 
time been held by tho fish commission- 
ers. Tho source of greatest destruction 
is, in his opinion, the seals, In “he 
Columbia river, whero he has fished for 
many years, he has often had the entire 
catch ot a net destroyed. He has secon 
seals pursulng fish, driving them from 
one end of the net to the other, and 
bitfog pleces from their bodies. It is 
seldom that they take more than ono 
bite, and that ts usually from the neck, 
and the wound is of so serious a charac- 
ter that death usually ensues, Ag a 
seal will eat at least thirty pounds of 
fish a day, the number of fish destroyed 
to procare this amount must be very 
large. But even when & seal has ap- 
peased his nunger ho still continues to 
inflict wounds on the sslmon in simple 
sport. Mr Ellis has scen seals bite 
pieces from salmon and then throw them 
from their mouths, having already eaten 
enough, In his opinion seals destr sy at 
least one-third of the salmon that reek 
entrance to the river through the golden 
gate. Another source of destruction ex- 
lets in the fine nets set slong the banks 
of the river, in which the salmon fry, 
from four to six inches long, are caught 
as they come down from the spawning 
grounds, Millions are yearly caught by 
Chinamen and Portuguese and dried for 
export. They never come to this market 
aud are not only virtaally lost, but their 
destruction constantly diminishes the 
number of fish by which our waters must 
be stocked. These two cavses alone are 
sufficient to account for the constantly 
diminishing number cf salon in the 
Sacramento and Columbia rivers,

toa well-knownicircus inthedaytime—it is 
a far better known circus than Ginnetto’s, 
bat I shall not name it, as ldo not wish 
to be obliged to prove my words ina 
court of law—and I saw a poor little devil 
of about elght or ten vears of age going 
through his morning drill in the ring.

Lady Doctors in India. 

Of all the boons which England confer 
upon India, lady doctors are, probably, 
the most needed. It is to be hoped, 
therefore, that the Medical Women for 
India agsoclation will ‘receive a liberal 
support from a discriminating public. 
This society collects funds for bringing 
out lady doctors to India, starts dispen- 
saries, and is at present building a large 
hospital at Bombay, which is superintend- 
ed by women, and open to female 
patients only, The Grand Medival college 
of India has thrown its doors open to 
female sfudents, and the Bombay univer- 
sity has admitted all female students to 
compete for degrees on the same terms as 
male students, The good work was 
originated by Mr, Kettridge, an Ameri- 
can resident in Bombay, and Mr, Sorabji 
Shapurji, a Parsee’ gentleman, Dr. 
Edith Pechey, the first. English woman 
doctor in India, had nine pationts on the 
first day she arrived at Bombay, in De- 
cember, 1883. /Before a fortnight had 
passed there were three hundred, and the 
average number has ever since then re- 
mained one hundred aday. As ‘there 
is work for twenty~lady ‘doctors’ at Bom- 
bay alone” although at the London 
school for medicine, in Henrietta atreot, 
two thirds of the students are proparing 
for India, the demand will not soon be 
supplied.

A Siberian Prison. 


For clothing the prisoners have tho 
gray dress of common malefactors. In- 
stead of ahoes and stockings, their feot 
are wrapped in rags. Even in the depth 
of winter the cells aro seldom warmed, 
never sufliciently; at least the fael as- 
signed for the purpose is insufficient and 
embezzled at that. Hence the cells are 
always damp. Water stroams down the 
walls and freezas in pools on the floor. 
So intense is the cold that when the dl- 
rector makes his rounds he never takes off 
his fur cloak, and shivers eyenthen. All 
that the prisoners have to protect them- 
selves from the terrible cold are a com- 
mon sheepskin coat and cap, suchas worn 
by the moojiks. They pass most of their 
time in bed—what else can they do, poor 
wretches—and even there they, are well- 
nigh frozen to death, for besides being 
insufliciently clad they are orly fed. 
For breakfast, as for supper, they have a 
jug of warm water and a lunch of black 
bread and butter; for dinner they are 
given a basin of cabbage soup, a cake of 
buckwheat bread avd a pot of kwass, a 
sort of baer made of water mixed with 
black bread and fermonted. Twice o 
week they have peasoup instead of cab- 
bage soup; on Sundays the soup is 
accompanied by a morsel of meat. Nor 
is the food, scanty though it be, good of 
its kind; the butter is generally rancid, the 
meat putrid, and the bread—excopt the 
crust—so hadly baked that when thrown 
against the wall it sticks like mortar,

The Use of Artillery, 

Bombadier 0, E. Long, of A Battery, 
speaking of the use of field guns in fight- 
ing Indians, said to a reporter: ‘* It isa 
mistake to suppose the guns will be no 
use against people who fight under cover 
and are all anid to be sharpshooters. In 
the first place the very eight of field guns 
is enough to strike terror Into the In- 
dians. Basldes, it is reported that the 
halfbreeds have six guns, which will be 
thesmoothbore. Suppose they were to 
bring them to bear on a company of in- 
fantry? They could hold the infantry at 
bay in spite of themselves, whereas, with 
our guns the latter would have nothing 
te fear. All the menin both the mount- 
ed and garrison divisions are well trained 
—in fact we do nothing else—and a well 
directed shot from one of our Armstrong 
nine-pounders ata distance of 3600 yards, 
with common shell, would compl.tely 
shatter any of their gun carriages and dis- 
able them from further action, atthe ssme 
time covering a retreat or breaking a 
charge on our infantry. We have on 
board four pnine-pound, muzzle-loading 
rifle guns of the Armstrong make; we 
have in the shaps of ammunition common 
shell, shrapnell shell and caso sot. The 
common shell is used for breaking the 
enemy's carriages, storming stockades, 
atone forts, or fighting mon under cover 
or in the brush or woods ; shrapnell shell 
is used against a body of men advancing, 
andis arranged to burst about twenty 
yards in front of a column, causing great 
destruction. Oaso shot is brought into 
requ'sitios when troops are within 350 
yards ; it consists of a tin case, contain- 
ing 110 bullets, which burate in the bar- 
rel of tho gun and scatters the bullots. 
No infantry is ever going to get any near- 


er than 350 yards without being all cut to 
pieces. Each gun is manned with nine 
men. The garrison division is all armed 
with short Snyder rifles, and the mountod

ans under restrictions, but when it comes to 
our brethren ! to assist the mment in 
its devices to delude us, it is a sad state of 
affairs. What does it amount to ? it simply 
proyokes personal contempt, and in the end 
remonstrance. We have learned from 
authority, that it is only government 
who have hired Mr. Gunyoa to 
the liquor act is enforced, 
the Department has ho more 
fere with our individual privileges then it 
has with the whites. Not but what I, for 
one, would like to see temperance reign 
throughout the Reserve ; but the very idea 
of some brethren suffering penalties un- 
der this act, which has never been submit- 
tedto them for consideration is certainly 
atrocious, The government is not keeping 
the old treaties; besides, what is the benetit 
of the Band having a title for their land if 
yovernment is allowed to do as it pleases? 
Ve are assured that should government de- 
viate from her treaties, we have an ally 
(The Imperial Government) that will see 
our treaties are kept.’ Since this is now an 
agitation amongst us, it is to be hoped every 
true hearted Indian will give them an earn- 
est consideration, We are glad to learn 
the Grand River Indians have rejected it. 
Chief S. Green and Mr. W. Powles left 
on Wednesday for Ottawa to interview Mr. 
Vankoughnet, in hopes of having the de- 
partment sanction the request of the Band, 
to shut down on the pastor’s salary, and 
to find out from the Bishop why he did not 
make the change he promised to the depu- 
tation recently,

Prince Edward, eldest son of the Prince of 
Wales, was initiated into Masonry lately 
night in the Royal Alpha Lodge in the

The lodge is private, and its working dates 
from 1722. Its membership is restricted 
to epic yet RRees nearly all officers of the 
Grand Lodge of England, The lodge was 
garnished with portraits of past royal grand 
masters, worshipful masters, and wardens.

beter. Tho small, hardy varieties of 
peaso, like tho Early Kent, will stand 
rough treatment. They can be sown tho 
moment the frost {s out of the surface 
soil, and after they are up ib is seldom, if 
ever, that they are seriously injured by 
frost. A warm, sandy soil is desirable, 
with a southern exposure, and if on the 
eastern or southern side of a wall or 
board fence or butiding, so much the bet- 
ter. The soil can hardly bo too rich. It 
is a mistako to spade fine, light, sandy 
land deep for early pease. Tho surface 
soil, which has been exposed to the san is 
many degrees warmer than the soil below, 
which has only just thawed. ‘The later 
varleties, planted when the soil is dry and 
warm, can be covered with two, throes, 
four, or even five Lnches of soil, deeper or 
shallower as the soil is heavy or light; but 
the small, early pease should rarely be 
covered over two inches deep, and if che 
soll is wet and cold an inch is suflicient. 
As soon as the pease appear, draw somo 
earth up to the row witha hoo or rake, 
and if the soil is dry and light, half an 
inch or so of soil may be pulled between 
or over the pease. If the soil is moist 
and heavy, 1tmay be well to scatter a lit- 
tle stable manare on the side and on the 
top of the row. A board placea edgewis 
on the’north side of the row will -refleot 
the rays of the sun.

‘* Whon I enter the water,” ho maid, 

“* [have no thought uponits condition. 
That is dismissva from my mind, be- 
cause my entire attention is fixed upon 
the convert and our faith. Oar conyerts 
are not to think of the ice cold water in 
the sense that it is ice-cold. They are to 
to think only of water and baptism, and 
the form of immersion which our faith 
requires, It makes no difference whuth- 
ecche water is cold or warm. All the 
penitent need know is that it is water, 
Converts who postpone their baptiom un- 
til sammer are not very strong in ‘their 
faith. If men or women profess conyaers- 
fon in winter and ask that their bapiism 
be put off until the waser is warm, we 
have not much faith in that conversion, 
Oar soldiers of the cross have got to face 
the music, be it summer or wincer. The 
women folks are generally the most cour- 
sgeous, They will come to the river bank 
unmindful of the floating ice cakes, and, 
clad in apparently thin apparel, will con- 
fidently walk into the stream waist-deep 
and enter into the full spirit of the bap- 
tismal service unmindful of the cold. 
They will walk out and frequently remain 
on the river bank until all have been bap- 
tized, and then walk to che nearest house 
and change thelr clothing, Of, coures, I 
am not superstitious, nor doT claim for 
baptism anything unnatural, but £-will 
relate an incident that happened in my 
circuit in Bucks county not long ago. 

** A young lady profeased conversion 
in’midwinter. She was ill, and many be- 
lieved she would die from anaffection of 
the lungs, She expressed a desire to be 
baptizod in aneighboring stream, along 
whose bauks she had played in her child- 
hood. The water was covered with ice 
six inches thick and was some distance 
away. Her friends protested, saying she 
would take cold and eurely die, possibly 
before she could reach home. She, how- 
ever, insisted, and would listen to noth- 
ing but our con ent that she should ba 
baptized. She hud her own way. The 
Sabbath was piercing cold, the ice was 
cut, and a passage made into the stream. 
Sho walked bravely into the cold water, 
and I immersed her backward three times 
completely coverng her frail form, and 
she went through the services heroically. 
She reached home safely, experienced no 
ill effects, took no cold, but,on the con- 
trary, she at once regained strength, her 
lungs ‘healed, her weight’ increased, and 
to-day she is one of the healthiest and 
loveliest young women in that county. 
Many supposed that suchan ice-cold bap- 
tism as that in the open air of winter 
would kill her, but it had the opposite 
effect. There are many who say she'd 
have died hud she not been baptized. I 
don’t say so ; but itis a remarkabe case, 
that’s all, showing that our baptism is 
not harting anyone, I never knew of a 
single cold ever contracted in that way. 
On very cold days I put on tall rubber 
boots, especially it 1 have many converts 
who compel me to remain in the water, 
walst deep, for an houror more. Onur 
faith does not require us totake unne- 
cessary risks, But where the ceremony is 
not too long Ido not use any extra ap- 
parel,”” 


Soldiers’ Pay in China. 


The economical habits of the heathen 
Chinee are notorious, and they are well 
illustrated by a correspondent, who, 
writing from Tien-tsin, says : The Chinese 
infantry soldier is paid once a month, 
when he receives 34 taels of silver. This 
sum, which is equal to about 19 shillings 
of English money, is given to him in scrap 
bullion ; and during the night preceding 
each pay day the paymasters are busi'y 
engaged in weighing out silver and mak- 
ing it up into neat little packages for 
distribution, As soon as he has obtained 
his share tho soldier takes it to the near- 
est shopkeeper or money-changer, who, 
in return for it, hands him 3,500 copper 
cash, the aggregate weight of which is 

uiteas much as hecan conveniently carry.

self in food and clothing; and the pay 
cannot, therefore, be called excessive. A 
Chinaman, however lives almost exclu- 
sively upon rice, a month’s supply of 
which costs a good deal less than 1,000 
cash, and many a private not only sup: 
ports a family upon the balance of his 
eaanings, but puts by a few hundred cash 
every month, One fellow here is said 
to wear several thousand cash strung on 
silk and concealed beneath his uniform ; 
and Iam told that he bas a wife and three 
children who neyer want. Seeing that 
the small change fora tael weighs about 
five pounds, I feel sorry for this model 
paterfamilias.

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INSECT-EATING MEN. 


Whole Nations Who Greedily Deyour Creep- 
ing Tasects, 


Tho inaoot-oaters here referrod to are 
not occasional persons of depraved tastes, 
but whole nations, who consume insocts 
on a0 largo a soale as to raiso them toa 
rogu ar article of trade, Locusta aro an 
article of food in parts of Africa, Arabia, 
and Porsia, of sach importance that the 
price of provisionsia {ufluenced by tho 
quantity of the dried insects in hand. 
Vho Taarogs of Africa ostoom them highly, 
and a single indivdaal will eat as many as 
three hundred of them—raw, roasted, or 
stewod—at a moal. Cakes of crushed 
locusts area delicacy. Boiled locusts are 
appreciated in Barmah, ‘Te:mits and 
antsare the noxt most important food in- 
soots. The ogg-laden bodies of the fe- 
malos of Altha cophalotes are industrious- 
ly collected by Indians in South America, 
and tho taste of their roasted and salted 
bodies has beon appreciated even by Eu- 
ropeans. Toe African negroes can hard- 

ly got enough of termites, which are eaten 
fried at thy Cape, and in other regions 
are made into cakes. Roasted termites 
taste somewhat like marrow or sweet 
cream. The seventoen-year locust has 
been eaten in-North America, and is said 
to have been used in soap-making. Oakes 
are made in Mexico with the eggs of two 
kinds of water-bugs. A cake made in 
Fezzan of insect eggs is described as hay- 
ing the taste of caylare. The Romans 
were fond of lary which they called cos- 
sus. A favorite dish is prepared in Ja- 
maica from the larvio of a beetle that lives 
in the tranks of palm-trees. Another 
wood insect is preserved in sugar by the 
Chinese and Malays, anda liquor is made 
with the addition of some water froma 
beetle in Mexico, Caterpillars aro eaten 
in Australia and at the Cape at the risk 
of woefal pains in the stomach, and even 
spiders, abhorred by every other race, 
are eaten by the Hottentots and New 
Caledonians, with the same liability. 
Worms are accepted as food by very few 
people. A kind of grub is collected and 
eaten in Brazil, a nereid worm in Samoa, 
and a reed-worm by the Amous of Japan. 
The Austrailans around Port Adelaide 
are said to have lived excluslyely on 
worms and molusks, while they abhorred 
beef. Some persons in Naples eat a tape- 
worm, a parasite of the carp, fried in oil, 
and call it by the name of macaroni piattl. 
Sea-urchins form a quite important {tem 
in the cookery of some lands, and are 
popular in some of the Mediterranean 
districts of Europe. Vestiges of them 
are found among the remains of feasts of 
Pompeii, and 100,000 dozen of them are 
still sold in the markets of Marseilles 
every year. They, with holothurias, 
form important items in the food con- 
sumption of China and Japan, where the 
people rarely see our batcher’s meat. 
The holothuria fishery is carried on ex- 
tensively in Japan from April to August. 
The ‘catch’ is consumed fresh on the 
spot, or is prepared and packed for the 
Chinese market. Even the Medusa, 
which no other animal, so far as known, 
will eat, is sought for by the Chinese, 
and used as a dried and salted meat.

“Scuppered” in Camp. 


“‘Souppered”’ is a word which I had never 
met with till I came to Suakim, and its hor- 
rible significance is a new experienve to 
British troops. To, be ‘‘souppered” 
means here being hacked to pieces in 
your tent whileasleep, How the Haden- 
dowas do it nobody but they themselves 
can tell. Our sentries cannot see these 
savages, Once pastcur pickets the re- 
doubts cannot fire on them. On the 
sand their feet fall without asound. The 
nights are of extraordinary darkness, 
more over, and they are experts in all the 
treacheries of warfare. Silent as shadows, 
they are terribly swift in massacre, and 
the ground they travel over is murderous 
beyond description. Ravyinesso deep that 
horsemen cannot pass unseen along them 
ambuscade our whole front, while streaks 
and patches of thick brush superfluously 
offer continuous lines of covert in every 
direction to a foe that needs no such helps 
to concealment, Orawling along on all 
fours, they traverse the space between 
them and their victims with all the patient 
caution of wild beasts stalking prey. 
They reach the doomed tent. For the 
sake of the sea-breeze the doorway is open, 
and the next instantthe murderer is 
standing by the sleeping soldier's side. 
He feels a hand pass over his body and 
he starts. A cry is rising to his lips. It 
is strangled in hls throat by a groan of 
pain, and befo.e the gailant fellow can 
even warn his comrades the fierce spear is 
driven home through his body, the heavy 
two-handled sword has fallen across him. 
But the tent is alarmed, There isno 
time to lose! Slashing this way and that 
the murderers stab and hack with the 
fury of fiends, and then as the camp starts 
to its feet in clamour they are off. Nota 
sound betrays their passing, Thore is no 
trace cf blood to tell of retribution, 
They are gone—back into the yillanous 
gullies, back into the scattered brush ; 
and next we can imagine them sitting to 

refresh themeelves outside our line of re- 
doubts—to listen gleefully tothe storm 
they have ralsed—the bugles telling 
the old tale of murder completed and the 
murderers gone, the aimless volleys of 
rifles,‘the din of voices, the impotent utter- 
ances of our indignant guns coaring for an 
impossible vengeance, Now, should such 
a tragedy as this have been possible 7 
The authorities, when I venture to say it 
should not be possible, have but one reply 
—that absolute security from such accom- 
plished assassins cannot be expected. We 
have had daily warning of the desperate 
courage and craft of these spearmen, and 
yet we havo] nightly shown that we will 
not learn by experience. If no other 
means can be devised, the simple process 
of making half a regiment stand to its 
arms, riflos unloaded, inside of the tent, 
to gaurd the other half for the six danger-

Mr. Totman has put in a double-edger, his 
own invention, which is pronounced unique 
for the nicety and accuracy with which it 
edges lumber. A transfer has been added 
at the east butting tables, which saves the 
labor of two men. The three long refuse 
carriers have been lined throughout with 
sheet iron, and the sprocket-wheels bushed 
with iron so that if the chain should come 
off it could be easily put on, thus obviating 
a defect which gave trouble last year. The 
chains have had new blocks put in, the 
ends Doing synare instaed of bevelled as for- 
merly. the filing department changes 
have been effected which dispense with the 
services of two men. A few changes have 
been made in the staff; Mr. George Parn- 
ham will take Mr. Brewer's place as floor 
boss, the latter taking the position of mill- 
wright in the Cedar Mill. Mr, Murney 
Deans directs the wire rope conveyor, &c, 
Mr. Thomas Pigden supervises the carting 
department aud also looks after the lumber.

BRITISH — 


RECENT 


Of the twenty-four or twenty-six battles 
fought by British troops during the past 


eleven years, including all those in the 
Ashantee, Afghan, Zululand and Egyptian 
campaigns, the number of casualties has ex- 
ceeded in only three instances the total of 
56 killed and 170 wounded, inflicted on us 
during the dreadful encounter of Sunday, 
three, two were disasters of a 
x happily very rare in the annals of 
the British army—namely, Isandlana and 
Maiwand. In the former case our wtal 
force of 23 offieers, 500 men and 1,000 na- 
tives was annihilated, and on the occasion 
of the disastrous defeat and retreat of Gen. 
Burrough’s command our loss amounted to 
21 officers, 300 English and 700 natives kill- 
ed, and 15 officers, and 90 men missing. 
The third case in which our loss was heavier 
than at Baker's zareeba was at Tel-el-Kebir, 
where 9 officers and 45 men were killed, 
and 22 officers and 320 men wounded, and 
even here the number of killed was less 
than that in Sunday’s battle. In this re- 
spect, however, both the two last named 
are exceeded by Majuba Hill, where 85 
were killed; Laing’s Nek, 81; Tamai, 91;

Law reigns in the typical English house- 
hold, And there law is enforced with mili- 
tary uniformity. The family is an institu- 
tion in fact as well as in name. Parents, 
children, servants, guests, are all under law.

The coming in and going out, the up-rising 
and the down-sitting are regulated by law. 
1n the houses of the wealthy and noble not 
unfrequently the statutes are printed and 
posted in conspicuous places so that the 
casual guest may govern himself according- 
ly. Perhaps in all the bed-rooms as well as 
in the great hall there will be framed cards 
hung on which are printed the hours for 
prayers and the daily meals.

GOOD SEED-CORN 


It isa poor plan to take seed-corn from 
the bin, or even save it at husking time. 
It ought to be selected just when the kernels 
are hardening, about the first of September. 
Then in passing through the fleld, one can 
see where tivo ears are set upon one stalk, 
which should be of medivm hight, leafy 
| and erect, with ears well covered with husks, 
jand well tipped out. Such ears, upon 
such stalks, particularly the best ears on 
two-eared als, should have a string tied 
| around them so that at the husking they 
| will be thrown out unhusked. This is no 
| uneommon practice among corn growers who 
| take pride in their own seed-corn, When 
| it comes to husking there ought to be four 
| times as many ears thrown out as will be 
sufficient for seed, and they will probably be 
a fine-looking lot, with few exceptions, If 
the variety is a favorite, or a really good 
one, there will very likely be a sale for these 
cars at a good price for geed after the best 
shaped ones have been taken for home use, 
| Which are the best? Fi The medium 
sized ones, because the large ones are mon- 
| Strosities in a small way, and not so likely 
| as to produce a 

ri and some small, 
‘he even-rowed ones, because irre- 
gulari in the rows indicate an unfixed 
| type,and a tendency to depart from the 
| type. An cight-rowed corn should al- 
ways be cight-rowed, and eight-rowed 
throughout the car; so with the ten, the 
twelve, sixteen, or twenty-rowed ears, Ten 
| at the butt and eight at the tip, shows a 
wrong tendency, a8 already said, in the 
matter of type; besides, it shows an incli- 
nation5too from big butts. Third: The butts 
must be small, easy to break off from the 
stem and husks, yet not weak and flabby, 
for those are as hard to break off ar a leath 
ev thong. Ihave been into fields of corn to 
husk and had my hands blistered in a short 
time, on account of the size and toughness 
of the buts of the ears, while in other corn- 
ficlds the work of husking was a real plea 
sure, at least for a short time. Fourth: The 
cob must be amall, straight and stiff, The 
size of the cob is cassiy known by the longth 
of the kernel. When well-ripened corn 
dries on the ear, the cob shrinks more than 
the grain, Hence it holds the kernels firmly 
set, and the whole ear fools as stiff as an oak 
pin. —Con, WrLpb, in Am Liyriculturist

“The Russians at the Gates of Herat” is 
the title of Mr. Charles Marvin's last book, a 
work which has attracted general interest 
in connection with the nt dispute be- 
tween England and Rus The accom- 
plished author. so well qualified to deal 
with the subject, presents his views on the 
question with great talent and ingenuity, 
and from first to last sustains the attention 
of the reader, In it he traces the successive 
advances of Russia, points out the policy of 
her statesmen, and suggests the policy which, 
in his opinion, should be adopted by Eng- 
land, He dispels also many popular illu- 
sions in reference to the geography of Cen- 
tral Asia. For instauce, it is often said that 
colossal mountain vanges bar the Russian 
advance to the Indian frontie This is 
quite true as regards troops marching from 
Samarcand upon Cabul. The lofty Hindoo 
Koosh, that must be traversed to reach the 
Ameer’s capital, ranges in height from 
15,000 to 20,000 feet. But there is nothing 
of the kind between the Caspian and Herat, 
nor yet between Herat and the Indian fron 
tier. From Krasnovodsk, a Russian could 
drive a four-in-hand all the way to the In 
dian frontier near Quetta. ‘The Russian ad 
vance to India began in 1869, in which year 


| a flotilla having crossed the Caspian landed 


at Krasnovodsk, Attached to this expedition 
were three men who have since figured in 
Central Asian _ histe viz.:—Stolietoff, 
Grodekoff and Shobeleff.

Suffice it to say, that despite the heroic 
resistance of the Tekkes the place was 
stormed and ascene of frightful carnage 
followed. Eight thousands fugitives were 
slaughtered in+a few short hours chase 
6,500 bodies were also found inside the for. 
tress and 20,000 perished during the siege. 
In other words half the defenders perished. 
Children were bayoneted and slashed to 
pieces and women were ravished before be- 
ing killed ; no mercy was extended by the 
infuriated Russians. The two Tekke lead- 
ers escaped the general massacre and fled 
to Merv. Pushing on Skobeleff ocenpied 
Askabad which has of late been so frequent- 
ly mentioned. He did not occupied Merv, 
not because of disinclination to offend Eng- 
land as Was then supposed, but merely be- 
cause he was weak in men and supplies. 
By a strange coincidence English troops 
were then evacuating Afghanistan and 
Skobeleff spread the report that they 
had been compelled to do s0 by his 
master, the Czar. Merv is 232 miles 
from Askabad and 240 miles from Herat 
This important position became at once the 
object of Russian intrigues. It was deter- 
inined to establish Russian influence there. 


Tekme Sardar, one of the chiefs who es- 
caped from Geok Tepe, had surrendered 
and been sent to Russia to be tamed by 
what he should see of the might and riches 
of the Czar. He was present at the Corona- 
tion ceremonies in Moscow and, was 
powerfully impressed with the splendour 
and military display on that occasion. 
Everything was done to induce the Mervis 
to trade at Askabad and friendly relations 
were thus established. It was then deter- 
mined ‘to obtain secretly a military sur- 
vey of the oasis. Alikhanoff was the 
person chosen, and in the disguise of 
a merchant's clerk skillfully accomplish- 
ed the object of his mission, In this man- 
ner Russia soon had a complete survey of 
all the roads converging upontheMerv oasis. 
At this time the Egyptian question was ex- 
citing a great deal of attention, and the 
question of the English evacuation came up 
for discussion. Russia would not object to 
the annexation of Egypt by England, pro- 
vided the latter country would allow the 
Russian oceupation of Constantinople. The 
most resolute opponent to Russia on that 
question was England, who has time and 
again come to the rescue of the unspeakable 
Turk to prevent its consummation. Rus- 
sia retaliates by threatening England’s 
SUpROMaRY in India, hoping in this way to 
influence publicopinionin England to permit 
the establishment of the Czar’s government 
onthe Bosphorus, Egypt in the course of 
events came under English control, Russi 
was displeased at such an acquisition 0 


was the stepping stone to Herat, and 
possession was at once determined upon by 
the Russian authorities. The Mervis had 
given no cause for Russian aggression, but 
an excuse Was soon trumped up by the Rus- 
sian foreign office and its unscrapulous 
agents. he Alak oasis under Persian pro- 
tection was seized notwithstanding Eng- 
land’s protests, and the Tejend oasis was 
occupied by a Russian force and a fort se- 
tablished there. Both these districts are 
important from a military point of view 
and formed a base for any military oper- 
tions againist Merv. ‘Troops were moved 
stealthily from various points and concen- 
trated for a swoop upon Mery. Everything 
was ready and Russia only awaited some 
complication that would divert England's 
gaze, The occasion was found in 1884 
when the storm in the Soudan burst and the 
Government was embarrassed, The signal 
was at once given, and Alikhanoff was de- 
spatched to demand the immediate submis- 
sion of the People of Merv to Russian rule. 
| Resistance was hopeless, and in face of 
the solem promises and assurances of the 
Emperor ot Ru.sia Merv became a Russian 
province,

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LAKE MARINE. 


We haye received the first number of the 
Inland Marine, « weekly journal published 
at Chicago and devoted to the shipping in- 
terests of the great lakes. It contains an 
interesting article on ‘The Lake Marine” 
from which we make some extracts for the 
benefit of our readers. [t is believed that 
on the bosom of these inland seas there is a* 

ater traffic and more transportation car- 
ried on than on any other waters of the 
world of equal magnitude, excepting poninee 
the ‘ narrow seas” of the British Islands. 
The whole extent of the five great lakes 
only reaches to about 54,000 square miles 
less than half the area of the Baltic—but 
little more than half the expanse of the Black 
Sea, or two-thirds of the Caspian, and only 
about one-twelfth of the amplitude of the 
Mediterranean, Over 17 per cent of the en- 
tire tonnage of the United States sails on the 
Northern Lakes. Of the sail tonnage, the 
proportion is one-eight; of the steam tonnage 
22 per cent; of the canal boats, 7 1 per cen 
| of the barges, nearly one eighth. ‘The a 
e size of the different lake vessels is great 
than the common average ot domestic 
Of late rs the schooners and 
| propellers of the Great Lakes have reached 
| the siz 1,500, to 2,000 tons, and in pro- 
portion to the length of their voyages cay 
more cargo than any vessels in the world, 
Sloops and small schooners were now and 
then built on lakes Erie and Ontario during 
the exploration and ttlementofthe country. 
The first of these is accredited to the Jesuit 
explorer, Father Hennepin, in 1679. This 
intrepid civilizer built two vessels at Burnt- 
ship Creek, near Navy Island, not far above 
|} Niagara Falls. Ona voyage to Mackinaw 
| one Was lost, the other returned with a load

Harbor in 1816, the second was built at 
Kingston, The pioner propeller, the Van- 
dalia,, of 188 tons was built at Oswego in 
1841, and it was not long before the pro- 
pellor was recognized as the coming boat 
tor freight traffic. Several of thesenow carry 
from 2,500 to 3,000 tons of cargo. The art 
ofiron ship building is now well developed 
on the Great Lakes, Experience in striking 
the bottom, as all lake craft are liable to do 
in passing certain shoal channels, proved 
that the ordinary ocean design and build of 
iron bottom needed improvement for the 
successful use of iron vessels on the lakes.

PROTECT THE BIRDS, 

The lovely birds have come again, with 
their bright plumage and sweet songs, fit 
accompaniments of the beautiful vernal 
season, And they are not only ornamental 
and musical, but exceedingly useful to the 
farmer and gardener, for most of them are 
great insect destroyers. A French natural- 
ist says that “the Almighty created birds 
to protect the grain, vegetables, trees and 
fruit against the ravages of the insect tribe. 
For every bird that dies millions of insects 
are spared from death, and millions of insects 
mean famine.” It should be remembered 
that without birds successful agriculture 
would be impossible. They will annihilate, 
in a few months, a greater number of des- 
tructive insacts than human hands ean ac- 
complish in the same number of years. 
Among the most useful birds for this pur- 
pose are the swallow, wren, robin redbreast, 
finch, blue bird and several others that are 
at home in most parts of the country. The 
time is not distant when the people of this 
country, especially our soil cu tivators, will 
realize the advantage and necessity of pro- 
tecting all insect-destroying birds. 

By the way, it is in print that the mem- 
bers of the Dickey Bird Society—an organ- 
ization comprising eighty thousand children 
in the north of England—are pledged to feed 
birds in winter and protect them all the year 
This is an excellent example for our 
young people, aye, and for the seniors like- 
Wise. Surely the feathered tribes that save 
our fruits, vegetables and grain are entitled 
to protection, Let the great usefulness of 
the gay-plumaged and pleasant warblers be 
gratefully remembered by our rural friends, 
especially during the nesting season, for 
there is no doubt as ts the benefits accom- 
plished by insect-eating birds during that 
period.

The bold English adventurers who first 
sailed the Pacific were actuated by patriot- 
ism, and by a detostation of the Pops, te 
priests, and the Spaniards, almost as much 
as by cupidity. But the profession they 
orlginated proved so attractive to their 
sea-farlng countrymen that after passing 
through sundry doubful stages it was de- 
graded {nto the buccaneering that border- 
ed on piracy. Buccaneering, strictly 
speaking, was merely the romance of the 
butcher's buisness, The buccaneer hunt- 
ed down the herds of wild cattle that had 
multiplied and ran wild on many of the 
Weat Indian Islands, and, establishing his 
headquarters on Tortuga, he amoked the 
flesh and sold the superabundance. But 
those amphibious vikings, being far re- 
moved from law, were by no means fastids 
ious as to how they made their money, 

They chased the Spaniards, had the batter 
of them, and no mercy was shown. They 
ravished the Spanish colonies, they storm= 


with the prickly branches outward, an

almost ended in a gigantic struggle for 
supremacy. The result of the labors of the 
boundary commission will be the establish- 
ment of a definite frontier, which will be 
more apt to be respected than the hazy di- 
viding line which has hitherto separated 
hoth empires. That both sides have made 
concessions is evident, from the fact, that 
Gladstone and DeGiers have exposed them- 
selves to the impotent fury of the press of 
London and St Petersburg. Moderate men 
of all shades of politics will rejoice, how- 
ever, that the miseries of war have for the 
present, at least, been averted. Some pre- 
dict that the result of the compromise 
will be the loss of India, but there is little 
ground for such dismal foerbodings, It will 
be remembered that when Khartoum fell a 
general Mahommedan rising was predicted, 
but in a few hours afterwards the Mahom- 
medan Princes of India were loyally offering 
men and money to aid the Imperial Govern- 
ment in their operations in the Soudan. 
The people of India, who now enjoy peace 
and impartial administration of justice as 
the result of British rule, would hesitate to 
hazard the vain effort of shaking off the gen- 
tle yoke of English Dominion,

Unnomep Canvy.—Use the whites of 
two or more eggs and take of cold water 
an equalamount. Beat together thorough- 
ly and add powdered sugar, to. make a 
thick paste, the same as for frosting cake.

Scotch and Irish Recruits, 


Albeit an Englishman, I view the Scotch 
as best material for a soldier, provided he 
comes from the Highlands, and the game- 
keeper subordinate par excellence. Such 
birds cannot be caught readily now. Yet 
some five-and-thirty years back they came, 
with written characters often, and were 
taken in the regiment under a sense of 
mutual obligation, What were their ex- 
ceptional qualifications? Well, first, phy- 
alque and capacity for endurance. The 
recruit had learned to ‘‘rough’ it In all 
weather, and frugally, on small means and 

oor food. Then he was educated, ergo 
telligent anda reasoning being. Third- 
Ga was patient and persevering. Koep 
man from drink, and, self-respect 

and self-interest combined, the probabili- 
ty is that he would avold pitfalls such as 
inhabitants of the two alster countries are 
prone to fall into. Thus Scotland fdr- 
nishes a large quota of non-commissioned 
officers, probably three-fourths of those 
who subsequently rise to commissioned 
rank, Tho Lowlander (i. o, Paisley and 
Glasgow operative) is much on a par with 
his compeer from manufacturing towns in 
England. And both are inferior in phy- 
sique and morale to the countryman.

He 
can stand much drink, carries caution 
too, In his very cups, and thus, as Sor- 
geant-Majors well know, gains and retains 
good conduct badges. National tempora- 
ment is, doubtless, much concerned in the 
proportion of army orlmo, {rrespective of 
individual propensity. The Irishman will 


when the canine hero of the day before 
came trotting duwn to them with the 
mostjfriendly wags and nods, There being 
no occasion this time for supplyng him 
with delicacies, the children only stroked 
and patted him.

The Fishing Industry. 


Advices from St. John’s indicate that 
the zeal fishery this year has been unusu- 
ally successful. Many steamers returned 
to port laden. The Newfoundland fleet 
have been extraordinarily lucky, but the 
risk to human life has been criminal. 
The steamer Ranger, with over 250 men 
on board, returned to St. John’s with the 
largest catch for her tonnage ever taken 
into any port inthe world. Thousands of 
people watched the entrance of the vessel 
into the harbor. She had a heavy list to 
port and was compslled to steam slowly, 
and had to creep home inch by inch. 
Fortunately, the sea was calm all the way. 
Har deck, covered to the top of the rails 
with 7,100 seals, was a novel sight never 
before seen in St. John’s, The lazarette 
contained 750 and 250 were stowed under 
the bunks in which themen slept. Eight 
puncheons were filled with oil, and the rest 
was stowed in the hold. Two hundred and 
fifty sharks were killed on the voyage,and 
being short of coal, sharks’ livers were 
used as fuel for three days. Had this ship 
encountered the slightest rough weather 
she must have foundered, and all on board 
would hava been lost, asshe carried no boats. 
It is understood that Halifax will be made 
the head-quarters of the Dominion fleet 
which will after July 1 patrol the Oana- 
dian coastand seize allthe American vessels 
fishing within athree-mile limit or putting 
into harbors for bait or supplies. Oanada 
and Newfoundland will likely act in con- 
junction in this matter. The fleet will 
comprise fast schooners and steamers arm- 
ed with two or three light guns and be 
commissioned as British crusiers, All 
American vessels captured in Dominion 
waters will be brought to Halifax and sold 
as prizes, 


Nora's Balance.

A Trial of Iron-Clads, 


If the reports of the naval preparations 
Russia is making are true it is possible 
that, in the event of war between that 
country and England, an opportunity will 
bo afforded, for the firat time, of testing 
the merits of moderniron-clads. Hither- 
to these monuments of naval architecture 
have been built upon purely theoretical 
grounds. It-is impossible to say what 
would be the result of a conflict between 
two fleets of iron-clads. Such a trial 
might prove that they wero defective in 
wholly unexpected particulars, and that 
all of the great navies of the world needed 
to be rebuilt as thoroughly as they have 
bee ico the battle between the Merri- 
mac and Monitor. Indeed, tho only trial 
that has been put upon the modern iron- 
clad is in the contests that took place be- 
twean vessels of this type during the war 
between Chili and Peru, and, for a num- 
ber of reasons, naval exports have not con- 
sidered these contests as test cases.

The white brick now made in France 
from the immense accumulations of 
waste sand at glass factories is likely to 
prove a Talnaile industry. The process 
of production consists in subjecting the 
sand to an immense hydraulic pressure 
and then baking in furnaces at a high 
temperature, so as to produce blocks of 
various torms and dimensions, of a uni- 
form white color, and of almost pure 
silex. The product is unaffected by the 
heaviest frosts or by the sun or rain. 


The Union Medicale is greatly pleased 
with a gigantic skeleton of the meridian- 
al elephant in the new gallery of paleon- 
tology in the Paris Musee. It is said to 
surpass in siza the skeletons of the great- 
est mammoths and mastodons, and the 
fossil is exceptionally interesting in many 
ways. Bat the intense satisfaction of the 
French editor seems to arise chiefly from 
the fact that his countrymen need no 
longer envy the British Museum its col- 
lection of skeletons, “which,” says the 
writer, “is a great polnt indeed.”

If 
ever there is another siege of Herat, the

Mahomed Shah, were in 1837. Pottinger 
found the fortifications of Herat in a 
rainous condition, and little or nothing 
bas been done since his day to repair 
them. 

Herat is fortified by ‘‘outworks and 
wall round the town.” The outworks, 
however, are very few. The main line of 
fortifications may be described as a wall 
about 26 feet high, built on huge earth- 
works, and surrounded by a ditch about 
40 feet wide and sixteen ore The whole 
enclosure is in the form of a square, or 
rather oblong—about 1,600 yards long by 
1,500 yards wide. The ditch is, or may 
be, flooded from the Heri Rud River, 
which flows westwards to Kusan, and 
thence northwards past Sarakhs, and on- 
wards to the Turcoman desert. Bat 
though strongly built, the quadrangle 
earthworks. with their superincumbent 
wall, are, in a military sense, extremely 
weak, Each side of the quadrangle is 
straight—in other words there are no 
outrunning angles for flank firing pur- 
poses, There are no outworks at the 
corners of the quadrangle, The north- 
ern side, however, is morestrongly defend- 
ed than the eastern, southern, or western. 
An enemy in posseasion of the surrounding 
country would soon starve oat the 
garrison, and, by interoepting the Heri 
Rad, render the vast ditches useless. In 
the centre ot the town there are vast cis- 
terns, in which it has been alleged water 
may be stored up in sufficient qaantity to 
supply the ciril population and the garri- 
son, for twelve months. Bat it appears, 
too, that the water stores might be 
destroyed with the greatest ease by 
cannonade from the elevated ground on 
the northern side of the city.

In mutton the lean is 
pale red, In hanging mutton, if it be hung 
with the cut part a instead of down, as is 
usual, the juices will be far better preserved. 
Veal should be six or eight weeks old before 
it is killed, or else it ia unwholesome, Too 
young 1 may be detected by a bluish tint. 
The vigilance’of meat inspectors should, how- 
ever, prevent the immature veal from enter- 
ing the markets, In choosing mutton or 
veal from the carcass the quality may be 
determined from the fat inside the thigh. 
If there be plenty of clear, firm fat there 
the meat is good. Pork, when fresh and 
young, is smooth and firm and the rind is 
thin, The lean must be of a uniform color 
and the fat white and not at all streaked.

An Army's March Arrested by 
Locusts. 

Of all destructive foes none are more 
dreaded in most Eastern lands than the 
locusts, whose dire vieitations may well 
be deemed national celamities. In point 
of fact, the lands which are exempt fr m 
thelr occasional presence are the favored 
few. A vory few details of their invasion 
of southern Russia in the years 1879 and 
1880 will give us some idea of their mal- 
titude. They fell upon the province of 
Caucasus, utterly destroying vineyards 
and gerdens; blockeding the streets so 
that tratlic was suspended; filling the 
ovens, 80 that for several days beking was 
quite ont of the question; and so choking 
the water-courses that not a cup of water 
coald be drank until filtered, 

ln Georgia they fairly roated a detsch- 
ment of Russian troops, who, not liking 
to turn aside on their march repelled by 
mere insects, attempted to face the locust 
army, although report said it covered 
twenty equare miles of country. So the 
soldiera advanced, but soon found them- 
selyes literally covered by the clinging, 
creeping insects, which crawled all over 
them, until finally the men fairly turned 
and fled, slipping and sliding as they ran 
over the crushed and oily bodies of their 
myriad foes. For forty-eight hours they 
were detained, taking refuge in a village, 
and assisting the inhabitants to kill mill- 
ions of the invaders, whose corpses they 
carted off to manure the fields, which, 
however, were in the meantime stripped. 
of every blade of grass or corn, and the 
trees shorn of every green leat. 

On the road from Tiflis to Poti the lo- 
custs lay so thick on the line that the 
trains were obstructed. Large districts 
of southern Russia were swep3 as bare of 


all vegetation as if a fire had raged over 


the land, and hundreds of peasants, utter- 
ly beggared, ubandoned their homes to 
seek bread wherever it might be found. 
In the province of Cheoson alone, a sum 
of fifty thousand rubles was voted by 
Government for expenditure in the effort 
to free the land of this plague ; in another 
district, twenty thousand persons were 
employed daily for three months in the 
same work; the Government expenditure 
on the whole organization was estimated 
at two hundred thousand rubles, without 
any calculation of the loss on crops of all 
descriptions, 

Another notable scene of locust-plague 
was Algeria in the year 1866, when the 
damage done by these insects was esti- 
RT| at fifty million francs, and resulted 
in a famine so appalling that two hundred 
thousand natives died of starvation, 
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Harmless Dynamite Outrages.

View the hysterical cablegrame 
of tue dsy as the reader may, he can- 
not suppress a smile over the dispropor- 
tion between the damage and the scare. 
If the entire admiralty building with all 
that it contained had been destroyed it 
could hardly have inspired more excited 
dispatches. For the moment the pros- 
pect of two great nations entering upon a 
desperate struggle for an empire was ob- 
scured by thedust fromanexplodedtincan. 
Of souree suspicion is immediately direct 
ed against Imsh sympathizers in London. 
The utter fatility of the explosion insures 
this. If any one had been killed there 
might bo reason to question the origin ot 
the outrage. But there isno mistaking 
the Irish outrage. Ten explosions ta 
London, counting this one, have been 
laid at the door of Irish agitations. Not 
one of them has been followed by a death. 
They serve to keep the English incensed 
against the Irish. That is tho chief mis- 
chief they do,

The death rate of Russia is the highest 
in Europe. This, the Medical Kecorder 
says, is attributed to the paucity of medi- 
calmen and the habits of che rural popu- 
lation.

average duration of life is only twenty-six 
years and the mortality among iafants is 
frightful. More than 69 per cent of in- 
fants die before they reach their fifth year, 
and nearly 2.€00,000 perish every year. 
Of 8 000,000 boys only 3,770,000 actain 
the age of military service —that is to say 
their 25th year ; and of there at least 
1,000,000 are found, by reason of short- 
ness of ttatirs and weakness of body, to 
be unfit for military duties. — 

Dr. Beugless, before the Nineteenth 
Century Club, describing the cemetery of 
Kensal Green, in London, where Leigh 
Hant, Thackeray and others famous in 
Koglish history were said tobe buried, 
said that seven acres of the cemetery were 
set apart for the burial of London's poor. 
The directors of the cemesery in a coun- 
try which Jaid more stress on burial than 
any other in the worldlsaid that there were 
in the seven acres 133,500 graves. Each 
grave held ten offing, making the total 
of 1,335,000 bodies of poor people buried 
there. It was figured that by burying 
over the same ground once every ten years 
the seven acres would last indefinitely. 
This gave 2,2 feet of surface space to each 


body for one day only. 
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German Designs on Africa. 

The Manchester Guardian's London cor- 
respondent writes thay from intelligence 
which has been received in this country 
from Germany and Zanzibar there seem 
good reasons to believe that the Germans 
meditate fresh annexations in Eastern 
Equatorial Africa on a much larger scale 
than haa hitherto been attempted. It has 
already been announced that Dr Oscar 
Lenz is about to preceed from Berlin to 
the Congo at the head of one of the most 
imporbant geographical ; expeditions ever 
sent from Germany, At the eame timo 
Dr Fischer, who preceeded Me Joseph 
Thomson in his exploration of the Massai 
country, isto go to the regions between 
the Congo and tho Nile, approaching it 
throug Uganda, the kingdom of the late 
Mtess. Tho two travellers are to meet, 
but before they do no ib is understood that 
Dr Fischer will hoist the flig of the Father- 
land in the regionon the south sido of 
Kilimand¢ jaro, and which Mr H. H. John- 
ston has recently described as one cf the 
most fascinating, fer'ile, and in every way 
promising portions of Africa. Dr Fischer 
has been already concerned in the recent 
German acquisitions in the vicinity of 
Zanzibar, the territorial area of which has 
been, however, very much exaggerated, 
as it does not amount to more than 2,500 
square miles. Tho importance attached 
both in Germany and Africa to the enter- 
prise of Ura Lenz and Fischér points, 
however, to ® much more formidable ex- 
pansion on the part of Germany In the ro- 
gion montioned thanis implied even in 
tho acquisition of tha Kilimanjaro terri- 
tory.

The Scene of Operations. 
Major Holdich, R. E » chief of the 
Geographical Section of Sir Peter Lums- 
don’s Commission, in the latest notes sent 
home by him describes the conutry which 
is now the scene of operations, He says: — 
** Five miles south of Pall Khiti the hills 
on the right bank of the Kashk River 
cease trending away round to the left of 
the Marghab River, leaving a well-de- 
fined delta to fill in the fork between the 
two rivers, This delt»{!s kind of steppe, 
for the river runs in narrow valleys.some 
hundred feet below it, and ont of this 
valley rises Ak Tapa.

of it—it is likely to be against me as in 
my favor.” Let us put Zadkiel to tne 
test. In the Voice of the Stars for Janu- 
ary we find this prediction: ‘* The Czar 
of Russia will feel the ating of old Saturn; 
moreover, as Mars enters Aquarius, vio- 
lence reigus in those vast domains and on 
the borders of Persia. Oar Government 
is warned to take precautions against the 
Ruasian advance toward our possessions,” 
Again in February we read, ‘*Mare speeds 
on his way through the algn Aquarius and 
conjoins with the sun on the 11th instant. 
Hence this will not bea peaceful month 
for Rassla and we shall hear of violence 
and tarbulence in that land.” This is at 
least as good a hit as any of our own 
weather prophets has made. Bat the 
best is yet tocome.

Every one knows something of the pros- 
perity of Swiss townships, where 20 many 
things are in common, but s more remark- 
eble instance still of a thriving commune 
is givon by M.de Laveleye in this month's 
Oontemporary Review. Ib fs the town- 
ship of Freudenstadt, at the foot of the 
Kniebis, in Baden. There are 1,420 in- 
habitants,each of whom has as much 
wood for building purposes and firing as 
he wishes, while he can send his cattle out 
to pasture on the common land daring 
the summer. Schools, churches, thorough- 
fares, and fountains are all maintained by 
the commune, and every year considereble 
improvementa are made. Twenty-five 
thousand dollarswaa spent in 1883, for 
instance, on establishing a new water sup- 

ly in iron pipes. A hospital, too, has 

een built, and a pavillonin the market- 
place, where the communal band plays on 
fete daya, Tho villagers have never paid 
a’slngle farthing in taxes, bot, on the oon- 
trary, each year a distribation of surplus 
revenue ismade among them, ond each 
family usually obtains from $12.50 to $15. 
All thio is done with about five thousand 
acres of pine forest and meadow land be- 
longing to the township, a fact which seems 
toshow that communism {s not always 
unfavorable to the production of wealth,

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Butter Making. 
It may nob be generally knownthat the 
DoLaval cream separator was usod last 
season by Mr. Sprague, at his creamery 
at Ameliasburg, and wasan entire success. 
This machine obviates the necessity of 
placing the milk to stand, for the cream to 
riso. The milk is put at once into the 
machine which revolves with such rapidity 
thatthe cream belng tho lightest particles, 
is thrown to the top, and is drawn off. 
The following is a description of Mr. 
Sprague's factory. His present building 
{s only small in comparison to many fac- 
tories, but all the space is profitably util- 
ized, The whole building is only 32 by 32 
feot, and is 1} stories high; the engine 
room is 8 by 16 ; butter room, 15 by 20 ; 
cheese room 16 by 25 ; drying room 15 by 
20; driveway, 15 by 22, The building 
cost $500 ; the implements, including the 
DeLaval separator, $750. The farmer 
having reached the factory, puts the milk 
he bas brought into the receiving oan, 
where the milk is examined and weighed. 
From the receiving can a conductor leads 
to the feeding can ; from the latter it is 
admitted into the DeLaval separator. 
The velocity of the separator is such that 
{t revolves at the rate of four miles a 
minute. This rapid motion throws the 
milk to the cutaide edge of the separator, 
and the cream being the lightest, rises to 
the top, and is discharged. The cseam 
runs into the cream can standing on the 
floor, the milk pouring into the conduct- 
or to be made into cheese, From the 
recelving ‘can a second condacting through 
from the bottom of the oan into the 
cheosb factory. The cans containing the 
ofeam are placed in a cooling vat, which is 
2hby74 feet, and contains 12 cans; the 
cans are 19 inches high by 9 inches across. 
When the proper temperatare is obtained, 
it is placa! in the churn. The churning 
{s nob such a rapid process as gathering 
the cream, for a slow motion is required to 
obtain good batter. The churn will hcld 
80 gallons, but 60is the working oapacity, 
When churned, the butter is taken out, 
properly cleaned, salted and packed, 


Substitutes tor Hay. 

In prosecuting a regular rotation of 
crops on the farm, it often nappens that 
the farmer has too small an area of land 
for pasturege and che production of a 
winter supply of hay to carry his stock 
through. The rotation usually goes by 
fields, of which the sizss and qualitles 
vary considerably, Then, too, the sup- 
py of hay is largely dependent upon the 

vorableness of the season. Owing to 
these and other causes the hay will rome- 
times vary several tons from one year to 
another, 

This shortage in the hay crop often in- 
duces the farmer to cut down his stock 
proportionally, While it might some- 
times be advisable to do this rather than 
cramp other interests by taking capital 
to buy hay, it is certainly a bad thing to 
lessen the manufacture of manure, and do 
away with the home market for the pro- 
duce of the farm, This would be the re 
sult if the stock were cut down. 

It is much better to devote a few acres to 
the production of substitutes for hay. 
We have several resources for such an 
emergency. There are several forage 
plants that may be sown late in the aea- 
Bons Mee we will be able to determine 

most to a certainty what the shortage 
will be, y : 

Prominent among these may be men- 
tioned corn, millet, rye and Hungarian. 
Of these lam very much in favor of the 
corn. It may be sown any time up to 
the Ist cf July in an ordinary season 
with a pretty possitive assurance that it 
will bring forth a heavy crop of forage. 
It will stand the dry, hot weather that 
usually comes in August better than most 
other plants. If bound in small bundles 
nd stood up in narrow shocks it will cure 
excellently, 

It costs much more to seed an acre with 
sowed corn than it does with millet or 

, but the yield is ao mnch greater that 
the extra expense can well be afforded, 
Three bushels to the acre ia hardly enough 
unless {t be sown early in the season on 
very richland. If sown toward the last 
of June four bushels to the acre is none 
too much,

Mr. Monroe Morse, a closely observ 
ing farmer, saya that after trying many of 
the ‘‘new kinds” of potatoes, he fiads 
nothing to take the place of the Early 
Rose. Other kinds often do well one year, 
and then fill the next, but the Rose ix 
particularly reliable. Several of she new- 
er varieties are but old sorts under a new 
name, or new sorts so nearly like the old 
ones thatno one can separate them if 
mixed ina heap, His Clark No: 1, and 
early Vermont can not be diatinguished 
from the Early Rose, nor can the Early 
White Elephant from the Beauty ot 
Hebron, though there are two or more 
kinds of Beauty of Hebron, The best 
time and place to select seed potatoes is, 
when digging in the field at harvest timo; 
select seed from the best hills.

ed with filbhy water. Uninviting as the 
liqaid seemed, it was a perfect God-send 
tu several of ouc men, who, with the 
characteristic réoklessness o1 the negro, 
bad already drouk up all the water they 
had brought with them for two terribie 
marches. There was just suflisient to 
give each man a mouthfu), and afcer 
draining it to the dregs, or to the mad— 
forit was all deegs—we resumeu our 
march, 


The Treatment of Hydrophobla. 


A native surgeon, M. Nursimuls, has 
written a letter to the editor of the Times 
of India trom which it would appear thay 
he has treated succoasfully a cass having 
all the symptoms of hydrophobia, Tne 
treatment adopted was the subsutaneous 
injection of a sixteenth of a grain of at- 
ropia. The breathing became infrequent 
(owelve per minute), and the pulse sluw 
wo dhe rate of 60 per minu’e. A quarcer 
of » grain of morpaia was injected hypo- 
dermically asun antidote to the atropla, 
and this was sepeated noveral times. ‘Ihe 
sywptoms Waappeared the third day after 
the opset of the malady. The patient 
was a svldier, sged 24, who haa been 
bitten by a dog the week before the symp- 
toms xesembling hydrophobla appeared. 
If the case was one of hydrophobia, it 
must it bs allowed the period of tnouba- 
tion was very short; the dog 1s not stated 
to have been mad, and it muss not be 
forgotten that the presence cf symptoms 
closely resembling, if not identical with 
hydrophobia, do not prove that the case 
was one of genuine rabies.

The Lustre of Pearls. 


Pearls deteriorate by age, contact with 
acids, gas and noxious vapors of all sorts. 
This is especially true cf plerced pearls, 
Various means for restoring them have 
been tried, bu’ experience shows them to 
be useless, The best way to preserve 
pearls is to wipe them with a clean linea 
cloth after being wornand deposit them 
wrapped in linen, in a closed box or cas- 
ket. A leading importer of pearls ad- 
vises that pearl necklaces, which are liable 
to deteriorate by coming in contact with 
the skin, be restrang once & year, as 
drawing the silk threads out and in 
through the pierced parts tends to cleanse 
the pearls. In Oeylon, we are assured 
on fairly good authority, that when ib is 
desired to restore the lustre to Oriental 
pearls the pearls are allowed to ba swal- 
lowed by chickens, The fowls with this 
precious diet are then killed and the 
pearls regained in a white aad lustrous 
state,

The Balloon Corps in the 
Soudan. 

For the first time in British warfare 
balloons are being utilized in the Soudan 
campaign. The balloon and telegraph 
corpsisadistinct branch of the expedition- 
ary force, and {t has under its oare three 
balloons with all the necessary appliances 
for taking observations of the. enemy's 
position, The whole outfit was made at 
the school of engineering. Nature thus 
describes the shipment of supplies, and 
how they will be turned to account : Com- 
pressed hydrogen for inflating the balloon 
is carricd in fron cylinders 12 feet long by 
1 foot in diameter, but these are only for 
a reserve supply, and, weighing half aton 
each, will be left behind at the base of 
operations, where also a gas factory and 
pumping machine will be put up. Mater- 
ials for this purpose are on board the ship, 
including a small gas-holder, and all the 
necessary chemicals for making more gas 
are provided. About a hundred lighter 
cylinders, easily carried by men, form part 
of the eqaipment. Each of these, which 
are nine feet long, contain 120 cubic fest 
of hydrogen ia a compressed state, and, 
as they are emptied, they will be taken 
back to be recharged at the Suakinstation. 
One wagon, containing one ton of stores, 
will suflice for a balloon ascent. Captive 
ascents only will be made, ia which the 
balloons will be tethered by rope or wire, 
Oommunication by telephone wiil be 
established between the car and tha 
ground, aud the chief employment of the 
balloons will be to take obsorvations of 
the enemy's movements.

If smoking isrealy a reprehensible 
habit, the physicians who had opposed it 
are largely to blame for its continuance, 
for their theories have been so promptly 
disproved by experience that men are 
quite rig ht inast suming thatexpert opinions 
on poisons are not deserving of much 
respect. For instance. it hss apparently 
been demonstrated by laboratory exper- 
iment that there ia nicotine enough ina 
single mid cigar to killa man. More than 
1,000,000 cigars are consumed ia New 
York every day, but who ever heard of a 
man dying of the effects of a single cigar? 
There is poison enough in a pound of 
the root from which manicca is prepared 
to kill a dozen men, yet two or 
three ounces of manioca are eaten dail 
by esch cf thousands of children wi 
ro bed effects, Ib is known, ‘regarding 
this edible, that at a certain stage of pre:

THE! RUSSO-AFGHAN DIFFICULTY.

A glance at the district outlined around 
Penjieh will show the rolative positions 
of Rassians and Afghans before the late- 
engagemont. Komaroff's attack on Pepj- 
deh may p2ssibly haye baen provoked by 
the Afghan garrison. Bat it isin suspici- 
ous consonanc with the spirit that has 
animated the eastern movement of the 
Czar's armles. When Ruasia began her 
eastward march trom the Caspian Sea it 
was known that sho would not stop until 
she reached the gate of India. hita, 
Bokhara, Balkh, Mery fell into her hands, 
and her troops went southward from 
Mery toward Herat. Herat was admit- 
tedly Afghan, and therefore under British 

rotection. Bab just to the north of 

erat, in the valley of the Rivers Mar- 
ghab and Heri-Rad, there were many 
places which, as some said, belonged 
to Afghanistan, and as others said, be- 
longed to Turkestan. If they belonged to 
Afghanistan, thea Eogland claimed their 

rotectorate. If they belonged.to Tur- 

estan, then Russia claimed their pases- 
sion. A commission was appoinved to | 
determine the ownership of theso places, 
and Sir Peter Lumsden, an Anglo-{ndian 
offistal, represented English interests in 
this body.

The 
objective point of both Brash and Ras- 
siaus will bs Herat, the ‘* Key to India.” 
The topographical features of the district 
surrounding this city show that the appel- 
lation ‘*Hill Throned Herat” is not un- 
merited, Tho Robat Pass between the 
Barkheet mountains to the south-east of 
Pendjeh, is a narrow defile through which 
the Russian armies mus} reached Herat. 
The latest cables anncuace that Sir Peter 
Lumeden is actively ongaged forofying 
this point. If this be true there is little 
danger of a Russian coup de main, as this 
defile, walled in by unscalable precipices, 
could be held against an army by a hand- 
fal of men.

To the Editor of the Tribune. 
Moira Hall, May, 1885, 
Dear Sir :—We passed through this region 
on our way to visit Mr. Wells, of Thurlow, 
the most eminent bee-keeper in Eastern 
Ontario, while at the same time we advised

Fifty volumes or more have been 
written on ‘Bee Culture,” much of which is 
obsolete. If all the observations concerning 
the habits of bees and the curions ‘fem 
about them made by those who call tHom= 
selves illiterate and back woods bee-keepers 
were garnered up, it would prove of equal 
interest to what has been written, especially 
in unveiling discoveries, Forty years dec, 
Dr. Langstroth noticed the Aphides, and 
| described its work. That pretty little white 
velvety atom y. rarely does any harm 
Last fall the aphides seemed highly favored 
and prospered beyond measure, and late in 
the Season suddenly developed in hundr ls 
of millions on the underside of beach leaves 
and twigs for which it is partial, and the 
alimentary portions of which they were able 
to appropriate and assimilat At the 
same time they constantly ejected from 
| themselves a large quantity of saccharine 
fluid matter which it appears their nature 
refuses to absorb. From these millions of 
Aphides the fluid wag distilled in a thick 
visible mist, staining the leaves, roots and 
earth an inky hue, causing the limbs above 
to appear black as if passed through the fire. 
This matter in a half fermented state, as 
the bees fed on it, excited, stimulated, 
perhaps intoxicated them so that they often 
rushed from their hives as if they were 
inspired with a phrenzied energy to treasure 
up the last drop of the exhilarating precious 
stuff in order to prolong their carnival. We 
saw thousands of bees gostraight to these 
Spots in the woods and greedily load them- 
selves with the fascinating ‘viscons fluid 
when it was cold to return. This continued 
even when they had abundance of white 
clover and basswood honey. We are con- 
fident that, if it had proved 4 warm, open 
winter they would have continued their 
flights as long as any of it could be found.

arrange asmall laboratory in his cell. 
Kammerer had been engaged in researches 
with a view of improving the defective 
steeping syetem, tccording to which with 
splinters of wood, with sulphur at the 
ends, were dipped into a chemical flaid 
in order to produce a flame. If the fluid 
was fresh the result was satisfactory, 
but, asit lost its virtues after a time, 
there was no general disposition to dis- 
continue the old-fashioned system cf 
using fiint and steel, A/ter many failures 
Kammerer began to experiment with 
phosphorus, and had almost completed 
his term of imprisonment when he dis- 
covered the right mixture and kindled a 
match by rabbing it ageinst the walls of 
his cell. On ccming out of prison he com- 
menced the manufacture cf matches, 
Unfortunately the absence of a patent 
lawyer prevented his rights from being 
secured, and, on Austrian and other 
chemists analyzing the composition, 
imitations sperdily made their appear- 
ance. In 1835 the German States pro- 
hibited the use of these matches, con- 
sidering them danger‘us. When they 
were madoin England snd sent to the 
Contisent these reguiations were with- 
drawn, Lut too late to be of any benefit 
to the inventcr, who died in the mad- 
house of his native town in 1857.

idea that a few dollars or a few feet of Innd 
more or less make a man an_ intelligent 
elector. They thus effectually shut oug 
thousands from the old world who would 
otherwise settle under the flag of the Domin- 
ion and debar thousands of our young men 
from casting a yote and thus expressing an 
opinion on public questions, The country 
is at present justly proud of the brave 
volunteers who have risked their lives in 
suppressing rebellion. It is probable, 
however, that three fourths of these young 
men have not a vote, nor are they likely to 
get the privilege of the franchise for many a 
year to come from the legislatures of Canada, 
They are splendid fellows when they shed 
their blood in the defenco of lives and pro. 
perty, but when it comes to granting them 
the suffrage they are vulgar fellows not 
entitled to be trusted with such a privilege.

LARGE ARMIES FOR EUROPE 

The situation of the crowned heads of 
Europe is not a happy one at present, In or- 
der to be prepared for the worst larger arm- 
ies will have to be organized, so that when 
the clash comes—and from the signs it will 
not be long in arriving—the governments 
may be prepared. 

Another reason for maintaining large 
standing armies arises from the fact that 
these governments have enemies within that 
are more sincerely dreaded than the enemies 
without, 

Tn the first lines of these internal foes are 
the Socialists, Nihilists of various types, 
who are spreading over Europe and becom- 
ing more and more redoutable to the Govern- 
ment. While such enemies are stirring 
there is little reason to expect that Germany 
or Austria, or any other government in Eu- 
rope, will make a substantial reduction of 
its standing army, : 

Behind the regular conspirators against 
all governments are the masses of the people, 
whose demand for greater share of political 
rights are constantly increasing. In relat- 
ing the claims for such political rights as be- 
long to the people of this country, the armies 
ofKurope in the near future will have far 
more employment than in repressing the 
Nihilists and Irreconcilables who are satisfi- 
ed with nothing short of the destruction of 
all social order and government.

of the seventeenth century. Hoe was 
named John Baptist, and saw the light 
first in the parish of Sb. Peter, city of 
Limerick, the home cf his paronta, John 
Baptist Reel or Riel and Louisa Fountain, 
In 1704 this Jean Baptist Riel married at 
le Dapas, Dlocese of Montreal, Louisa 
Vottu, aged 20, daughter of Francols Oot- 
tu and Jeanne Verdon. Of this marriage 
wore born six boys, the coldest of whom, 
Jean Baptist, married Louisa Frapler.

‘* This spurious honey {fs now put up in 
little square boxes, which sell for from 
twenty to thirty cents a pound. It looks 
like honey. and it is said that it takes an 
excellent judge to tell that it is a frand 
onthe bee. The comb is manufactured 
with ruch skill that but few can tell it 
from the genvine article. Ib is made 
from purtfliae or beeswax, and the honey 
{s blown into it by machinery. Another 
kind is pot in glass vessels, like ordinary 
jelly packager, the centre of which con- 
tains a piece: f honeycomb, and the hon- 
ey is made by pouring about six parta of 
glucose, around one part of honey in 
the comb. Some cf it is adulterated 
with glucose. some with cane sugar, with 
the syrup of inrerted cane and others 
by heating ordinary eugar with an acid ; 
but ib all resembles honey and to a cer- 
tain extent bas its flavor and color.” 


We cannot think that the public are 
so easily ‘‘gulled” as to believe any 
One cannot blame 
them perhaps for suepecting that the 


fed to the bees and by them stored in 
the comb, because beekeepers write and 
tulk about the amount of **sugar syrup”

want to know what becomes of tho bal- 
ance. If beekeepers will impart this 
knowledge to their purchasers, the cry

He is not 
a pure Indian, but a half-breed, who 
long ago threw in his lot with the Indian 
and became the ckief of a small band cf 
Crees, Oa several occasions daring the 
last ten years he has come into conflict 
with the Mounted Police and has always 
been a close ally of Gabriel Damont, the 
old captain of the buffalo hunters and the 
military commander of the rebels. What 
the exact part played by this man in the 
Duck Lake fight was, we do not yet know, 
bat he and the men of his band certalnly 
took part in it, and by some acccunts 
he‘himself perpetrated the first act of 
violence, and paid for it with his life, being 
the first man to fall, His band number 
162, not more than thirty «f whom aro 
braves. Thoyareall pagans, In the last 
annual report of the Department of Indian 
Affairs, it is stated that the band had to be 
snpplied with seed potatos by the Hadson’s 
Bay Company last spring and that their 
grain crops were nob large enough to sup- 
port them all, Their principal sources 
of food supply, the muskrat, was expect- 
ed to be rcarce, they would have to de- 
pend mainly upon rabbits for their win- 
tex’s food it they were nob speedily as- 
sisted. They were alaoia want cf agri- 
cultural implements, particularly a means 
of thrashing their grain. It is, therefore, 
natural to suppose shat during last winter 
this band tuffered severely from want of 
food, and, becoming desperate, were re dy

If Russia hasa great army England 


hes a greab navy. The Russian 
army cannot reach England. ‘The Eng- 
lish navy can reach Russia, The great 


army and the great navy may be held to 
counterbala.ce each other, England is 
not obliged to fight on the line of Horat 
but will probably do so in order to 
strengthen her alliance with the Ameer 
to seoure the, support of the Afghans 
whose power of annoyance to any enemy 
advancing in their own country is too 
great to be disregarded, and to keep the 
scene of hostilites as far as possible from 
India. Each step on that road will add 
to Ruseia’s costs by adding to che dis- 
tance to be traversed, and if she succeeds 
eventually in reaching the confines of 
India, the war will bo no nearer termin- 
ation than before—will havo only reach- 
ed tho stage where England is bound to 
do her heaviest fighting and will be best 
able fight. Her resources will bo no 
leas effective than they were at the be- 
ginning, since they consist of an earning 
capacity which it is impossible for Russia 
to put her hands upon. Thoro is no ap- 
parent reason why England should fight 
a quarter of a contury with as little fin- 
anclal difficulty as she fought from 1793 
to 1816.— N. Y. Evening Post,

Canadian Cheeses in England. 


The increasing favour with which Oana- 
di 1 cheeses are received in England ts 
we shown by the fact that the importa- 
tion of cheese into England from Canada 
for the year ending December, 1884, 
amounted to £1,496,599, as against £L,- 
209,184 in the preceding year, the former 
represonting in Canadian currency a sum 
of 7,483,900 dols. The Americans are 
now, moreover, obliged to take into ao- 
count the Oanadian export to form an 
opinion of the general situation of the 
cheese industry; for up to the end of 
October last year the Canadian cargoes of 
cheeue had exceeded those of the port of 
Now York by several thousand boxes. 


A Possible Dange 
The general impression seems to be 
that if the war between England and 
Rassla should break out, the United States 
will profit by a large share of tho carrying 
trade, Had they the ships for the pur- 
poso, or of it lasted so long that they 
might find it protitable to build them, it 
would doubtless be true, Bus there is 
groad danger they may be drawn into tho 
fight by that very carrying trade. The 
Congress at Paris formally abolished 
privaceering so far as the parties to the 
compact are concerned, But ib was nob 
universal, and so is a compact, and not 
universal international law.

Englana will moet ib by adhering to the 
agreement, and treating all such vessels 
as pirates, Acting in danger of this, the 
Russian privateers will not draw too nice 
a destinction botween moerchant-ships 
whose crews speak the same languags, 
Only as they cannot take their priz 's inco 
aneutral port without discovery, aa Amer- 
ican vessel will bo first plundered and 
thea sunk. This game will be played, and 
this country has both spirit and wealth, 
and will not submio to it. It will nob be 
done by consent of Russia, but the h- 
censed pirate, cillod a privateersmon, 
once on the ocean, is not under Russian 
police.

—a distance of about three hundred miles. 
The Rassians make the pooculiar claim 
that thts line crosses the river about one 
hundred and fifty miles nearer Aerat 
than Sarakhs, the point from which it 
starts and at which {t would naturally 
cross the river. The English claim that 
the line sheuld cross the Tajand at Sarakhs 
and starts from thenco in the direction of 
Khojy Saleh. The disputed territo: 
almost forms a regular parallelogram, with 
Khoja Saleh, Sarakhs, and Kafar Kalek 
at three angles, while the fourth angle of 
nearly three hundred miles due east is 
tho last named point, at no place in par- 
ticular but anywhere that Russian di- 
plomacy may consider best sulted for 
some military advantage. The English 
maintain that the way to ‘‘delimit the 
Afghan frontier from Khoja Saleh on the 
Oxus to Sarakhs” is to run it onthe one 
sideof this parallelogram which lios al- 
most ina stralt Ilne between the two 
polnts. The Rasslans insist that the 
psoper way to do go is to follow the other 
threo sides of the parallelogram, This is 
the same as sayiug that the propor way 
to pass between two polnts on the same 
street is to go arourd the block. If 
Russia does nob come out ahead in this 
controversy it will not be because of her 
modesty in claiming.

Afcer 
ashort timo, during which the door was 
shut, the priest, accompanied by three 
others and  fivo Sisters of the 
Faith and Compassion of Jesus, 
adyanced and explained that they 
had gathered here from all parts of 
the country to obtain the rebels prot ction 
from the Indians, who were committing 
depredations and threatening the whites 
in all directions, While this conference 
was proceeding, Boulton's scouts, on the 
rignt, engaged a score or go of Indians, 
who retired to shelter in a ravine.

The gunsof A” Battery 
hai meanwhile been busy shelling the 
houses on both sides of the river, a num- 
ber of rebels being seen retreating from 
them as soon as the firing commenced 
From the position we now cccupied, it 
was seen that opposite the village proper 
a large camp of tents and Indian tepees,| 
some of them grandly painted, was estab- 
lished, and some shells were thrown from 
our guns into its midst, When ahout to 
limber up the guns a couple of shots were 
fired from the brush down the slope, and 
a strong fusilade began on both sides of 
us. The Gatling was immediately 
brought into action un the piace vacated 
by the Battery guns, and a ccuplo of 
hundred shots were puured into the brush 
in almost as many seconds, The rebels 
did not seem to relish

for many of them were seen in the dis- 
tance breaking cover, and taking to the 
bueh on the banks of the river. 

This ail ocourred on our extreme left, 
on the height of land overlooking the 
steep wooded river banks, and as the 
rebels were seen advancing along the 
banks it was feared sn attempt would be 
made to attack our flank. Tho garrison 
detachment of “A” Battery was im- 
mediately extended on the brink of the 
hill, from the advance line towards the 
rear, The Gatling gun was also turned 
to check the rebel advance and many 
shots were dropped to the rear. While 
the Gatling was engaged in this work, 
Driver Carpenter, of ‘‘A” Battery, was 
shot in the legs, On reaching a point dl- 
rectly opposite cur flank, the rebels took 
shelter ie the heavy brush, and opeped a 
heayy fire, out of reach of the Gatling, 
which was returned to its former position. 
The Battery guns then advanced to shell 
the village. ‘‘A” and ‘‘B” companies of 
the Royal Grenadiers, who formed the 
advance guard, extended, and advanced 
through the bluffs until the guns were 
reached, when they halted in line with 
the guns. The 90th, which formed the 
support, also extended, while the Mid- 
land Battslion and the Winnipeg Field 
Battery acted as a reserve force, 

Soon after the Gatling had retired, heavy 
firing was heard in the centre, and the 
Gatling was at once gent there. The 
Grenadiers at this time were maintaining 
a heavy attack from the rebels, who were

In addi- 
ticn to being overcrowded, the people of 
Doblin are scandalously robbed in the 
matter of rent, for 175 houses, which, as 
freeholds, arevalurd at £8,677, are eub-let 
to poor te.an‘s at rates which produce an 
income «f £8,3)1. One nouse which {ts 
valued at £8 is occupied by eight families, 
who pay £82 a year jn rent.

Av the firing of the fiest picket gun he 
sharpens his stock of blood-red pencils 
and, marshalliag his array of sangalnary 
adjectives, forms himself in a hollow 
eqaare about both armies so that he may 
not miss catching on his blood-spsttered 
page any horrible incident of the tragic

Columns of patriots swept across the 

lain, the living closing theysawning gaps 
left in the rauks by their fallen comrades, 
Lurid flames belchea from the awful 
threats of the angry cannon, and wreaths 
of sulphuroos smoke hovered about the 
glorified dead and dying. The rattle of 
the musketry, the clashing of cold relent- 
less steel, and the groans ot the dying 
heroes blended in one awful din of hor- 
rible war. The parched earth drank ite 
full of red life-blood and sent the residue 
rushing down the ravines like angry 
mountain torrents. 

When the smoke of battle has cleared 
away the commanding flicer writes his 
officlal report naming the two pri ates 
and one corporal who were killed in the 
engagement and saying that the aix men 
who were wounded will soon be able to 
rejoin theircompanions, adding, as if to 
give credence to the correspondent’s 
graphic pictare: ‘‘I have no means of 
ascertaining the enemy's losses, but they 
must have been very heavy.” 


A Long Railway.

Curious Customs among Russian 
Maidens. 


On New Year, in the villages and 
among the lower class of the rural popu- 
lace, the maldens—no married women or 
widowsare admitted—assemble in some 
empty house, closely barricade the doors 
ait cover the windews, lest some curlous 

_ village beau should overlook the sacred 
rites. The guessing turns chiefly upon 
the probability of their marrying the en- 
suing year and on the personality of the 
destined, as the prospective bridegroom is 
called. To find thisout the girls sit on 
the floor in a circle, and each has beforeher 
& small heap of wheat or some other grain. 
A fowl is placed in the centre, and the 
owner of the heap from which he will be- 
gin to plck may expect to be married in 
the course of thenext year. In a basin 
filled with water each guesser drops a ring 
of the same form, with aslight mark not 
reconizable by touch. The lamp is ex- 
tinguished till esch maiden has fished out 
a ring, then relighted; and those who 
have found their own rings feel quite con- 
fident of their matrimonial prospects. 
They also come out In the street to ask 
the names of passers-by, believing their 
future sweethearts willbear the same. 
A gooning of more general nature te 
following : All parts peala but one leave 
the room ; she places In a row on the ta- 
ble a bunch of keys, a ring, a thimble, 
small heaps of aalt, earth, and soon All 
these objects are covered with cups of the 
same pattern, and then the door is open- 
ed. Then the girls hasten to the table; 
each lifts the fatal cup, and becomes sad 
or merry as the contents may tell, A 
ring is speedy marriage ; keys, an opulent 
household ; salt is thrift; a thimble, in- 
dustrious life ; and earth, an early death. 

A curious vestige of an ancient custom, 
is the guessing with swimming lights, 
Both sexes participate. A large, flat dish, 
filled with water, is put on the table. 
Empty, halved walnut shells, with small 
burning tapers inside, are launched on the 
mininture ocean; each playor watches 
his partlcular vessel ; if it remains swim- 
ming till the taper has burned down, it 
signifies a prosperous career ; if overturn- 
ed, an early death or a fatal accident ; if 
& man’s and a women’s shell come in con- 
tactand swim together, it signifies mar- 
riage ; if the owners are of the same sex, 
friendship. A game similar to this, bub 
played on a much Jarger acale, is popular 
in some parts of India.

A Lesson in Advertising. 


The lonesome Jersey rign-board, stand- 
ing chin deep in the flood and over h. a& 
. In the rain, warning people not to haye 

{penic in flannel suits and lawn drosses 
that afternoon, brought to my minda long 
dreary, dismal November day I once pass- 
ed—how I passed it, only a merciful Pro- 
vidence knows—in Ohapin, Ill. Chapin is 
a junction town not quite so large as 
good business office, tt rained all day. 
It got up about daylight to rain and kept 
on raining harder every hour. I had to 
walt all day long for the train I wanted. 
In the afternoon, when my letters were 
all answored and my newspaper work was 
accomplished, I stood at the window and 
looked dolefully ont on the flooded land- 
scape. The trees stood knee deep in the 
water. Everything was soaked. Every- 
thing drip, drip, dripped. Whatovor could 
floa fc ttod. What coaldnt float sank. 
Water, water everywherw. In the clouds, 
in the air, on the ground, drip, gurgle, 
splash, drop and stroam, swamp and tor- 
rénf. And right in all this universe of 
molature a great big sign, painted In white 
letters, black shaded, on » board fonce, a 
sign so big that you could read {t half a 
mile away, and {t stared mo in the face 


jadge necessary forthe journey. On his 
forehead is placed a fillet ornamented 
with holy ‘saws’ and images, In his 
hand is stuck a cross of wax or other 
substance. He then receives the pass- 
port. 

“Even a plate of food is placed near 
the coffin, This funeral dish is termed 
kulja, and generally consists of rice 
cooked with honey, formed into a kind of 
pudding. This is stewed with raisior by 
way of ornament, and on the top lier a 
cross of thesame fruit. The wealthy in- 
stead of raisins, use small pieces of 
sugar. 

**After this a mass, !n Russian ecclesias- 
tical language, Panichide is chanted by 
the priests. During this the relations 
take the last farewell cf the departed, all 
kiss his hand, and amongst the lower 
orders the most dolefal and eloquent 
addresses succeed. If the deceased be a 
married man, the widow gives way to the 
most moving and poetical expressions of 
sorrow. Wringing her hands, and star- 
ing all the while at the face of the corpse, 
as if he were stillaliye, she cries now loud- 
er, now more gently,— 

“Golubotschik moi, Drushotschick. Alas! 
my little dove, my little friend, why 
hast thou deserted me? Did I not prepare 
everything at home for thee with love, 
that thou must spurn thy wife? Woe is 
me! How fresh and well didst thou sit 
with me and thy children only six weeks 
ago, and playedst with thy little son Feo- 
dor, who is three years old; and now 
thon art dead and still, and answerest not 
a word to thy wifa and weeping children ! 
My little friend, my husband, lord, awake ! 
awake!’ 

“Amidst this lamentation without end 
the lid of the coffin is closed, and the pro- 
cession moves on to the burial-ground. 
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A Sketch of Chie Poundmaker 


Poundmaker, one of the Oree chiefs, 
and beyond comparison the ablest Indian 
in the northwest, is a particularly fine 
specimen of his race, being over six feet 
high, of rather slight build, and singularly 
erect. He has an intelligent and rather 
refined-looking face, a high, prominent 
forehead, ‘and a nose of the purely 
Grecian type, while their is nothing 
coarse or sensual about the lower portion 
of his face, His hands are small and 
delicate in appearance, his fingers belng 
long and faultlessly tapered. Though 
& Pagan, he has more than once be- 
trayed a strong inclination to embrace 
Catholicism, his father was a Oree and 
his mothera half-sister to the great 
Blackfoot chief, Orowfoot. His grand- 
mother, on the side of his mother, is 
saidto have been a Stoney, and this 
is corroborated by the great chief's 
peculiar cast of countenance. Pound- 
maker's career has been in many respects 
a remarkable one, It was he who 
accomplished peace between the Black- 
feob and Orees, hitherto hereditary 
enemies. He had trouble with tho 
Indian department last winter, and he is 
not a man to quickly forget any indignity 
cffered to himself or his people. There 
{s notan Indlan in the northwest who 
knows thecountry better than Pound- 
maker. In 1881, when Lord Lorne went 
across the plainr, Poundmaker joined the 
party for the purpose of interpreting the 
language of the Blackfeet Into Orees as 
the Oree interpreter accompanying the 
party did not understand Blackfoot. 
Johnny Saskatchewan was taken along 
to actas guide, bub between Battleford 
and the crossing of the Red Deer, the 
halfbreed lost himself, and for the laat two 
daya Poundmaker was ‘‘guiding the 


guide.’ After crossing the Red Deer, 
Poundmaker took the lead and traveled 
in almost an alr-line to Blackfoot crossing, 
though there was no trail, and 
what was even more remarkablo, arranged 
his ** time-table” so that he hit the best 
grass and water to be had, just about 
camping-time on every occasion, 


to sond anpplies to the volunteers at the 
front. They have commenced making

Ryerson, Surgeon of the Grenadiers, that 
while he lay wounded in front cf the re- 
tiring Jine of skirmishers on the right, the 
advancing half-breeds, when within 
twenty-five yards of him, discharged their 
weapons at him, and the bullets whistled 
close by his head. After this he lay atill 
and feigned to be dead, and he was not 
again fired at. All of the dead had sey- 
eral bullets in their bodies, and the 
wounded who were unable to gain cover 
were invariably the object of hesvy fire 
until removed by the ambulance bearers. 


The Duck Lake Fight is thus describ- 
ed by sneye witners :—The enemy had 
the advantage In every way as they fired 
at the volunteers froma house and stable 
and from behind ahill. There were 200 
or 250 of them and 99 of Orczler’s force. 
He puts the rebel loss at twenty-three 
killed and seventeen wounded, but this 
last may be doubt-d. He confirms the 
death of Constable Garrett, making three 
policemen killed. Napler’s last words 
were, “ Tell my mother I died like a 
man.” William Blake said, ‘‘ I sm shot 
—God have mercy on mysoul.” Morton 
said, ‘‘You can’t do anything for me—I 
am shot through the heart, Take care 
of my wife and family. Tell them I died 
like a man on the battle field.” Elliott, 
the policeman, said, ‘‘ Fight on, boys; 
don’t let them beat us.” On Friday 
after the battle three policemen were 
Laried outside of Carleton. Then follow- 
ed the story of retreat from Carleton, 
being a string of slelghs a mile long, con- 
sisting of three hundred women and 
children. 
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Russia and India. 


The misunderstanding ween Eng- 
land and Russia gives new in!«rest to the 
statements made by the late Jol. Burnaby 
respecting the Russianarmy. That brave 
officer spent one of his leaves of absence 
in making a winter journey from Sb. 
Petersburg across the Russian Empire to 
the olty of Khiva in Turkestan, a distance 
of about three thousand miles by road. 

He ssysin bis ‘Ride to Khiva’ that 
the Empire of Russia is divided into four- 
teen military districts, each having its own 
army and its own governor. Thus, for ex- 
ample, the Polish provinces forming the 
district of Warsaw are guarded by an 
srmy of more than a hundred thousand 
men, while Turkestan, which is next to 
Afghanistan, has a force of less than fif- 
teen thousand: These army corps number 
in all about eight hundred ond fifty 
thousand soldiers, which could be increas- 
ed to thirteen hundred thousand by cail- 
ing ont the reserves. 

This has a formidable sound, But we 
are to bear in mind that the Russian 
army is scattered over a territory of vast 
extent, pub, on the other hand, so strict- 
ly are foreigners excluded, and 80 strict 
is the censorship over the pross, thot it 
would bs possible for the governor of Tur- 
kestan to assemble a force of ove hun- 
dred and fifty thousand men, and form 
enormous depots of provisions and war 
material within three hundred and fifty 
milos of the Indian fréntier, without any- 
thing being suspected of the movement, 
either in Europe or in Todia. 

Colonel Barnaby farther observes tn» 
“yon cannot be with the Russian officers 
half an hour withont remarking how they 
long for war.” Nothing that the Czar 
could do, he thought would be so popu- 
Inr with tho officers of the army, whether 


posted in Maropo or in Asla, as entering 
upon a war with England for the posses- 
sion of India. 


Upon the whole, Colonel Burnaby. trav- 
elling {In 1876, brought away from Khiva 
tho improssion that Rarwa would ono day 
make a serious attempt apon India, and 
that this attempt would glve England 
troulbe,

nate church quarrel. 

“T wish you would say something in Tur 
TriBuneE that would tend to check the rade 
ness and roughness of the large boys who at- 
tend the schools and who figare so extensive- 
ly. at excursions and other entertainments,” 
has been the remark from more than one 
citizen during the past week.

Of course boys will be boys and are not to be 
completely sat upon when carried away by 
an exuberance of spirits, but when this de- 
generates into disrespect and the most un- 
mannerly rudeness it is easy to see that the 
limit of forbearence is reached. The evil is 
a growing one in Deseronto for which a lack 
of home education is primarily responsible. 

Tue ENTERTAINMENT given by the teach- 
ers and pupils of the Public Schools in the 
Presbyterian School Room, last Friday 
evening, proved very interesting and enjoy- 
able. Principal Emerson presided and 
introduced the various actors to the aadi- 
ence.
